2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 20-28 have been canceled. 

In claim 1, lines 2-5, the language "creating an image of a decoration 
having features specific to a substrate to be decorated, said features derived 
from a decorative molding substrate previously wrapped with a decorative 
molding wrapping foil wherein said previously wrapped substrate is substantially 
equivalent to said substrate to be decorated" has been deleted and replaced with 
-wrapping a first wrapping foil around a first substrate, removing said first 
wrapping foil from said first substrate, said removed first wrapping foil having 
permanent features resulting from contours in the surface of said first substrate, 
creating an image of a decoration by scanning or photographing said removed 
first wrapping foil-.

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3. The above changes to claim 1 have been made in order to patentably 
distinguish the claims above the prior art of record. Claims 20-28 have been 
canceled in order to cancel non-allowed claims and allow the application to 
proceed to issuance with respect to the allowed claims. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the limitation of 

wrapping a first wrapping foil around a first substrate, removing said first 
wrapping foil from said first substrate, said removed first wrapping foil having 
permanent features resulting from contours in the surface of said first substrate, 
creating an image of a decoration by scanning or photographing said removed 
first wrapping foil, duplicating the image thereby creating a duplicate image, 
overlaying a portion of said duplicate image over said image in one transition 
zone thereof, and importing said overlapped repeating image into a printing 
process, in combination with the other claimed structure.
